Dear John: 

Your wonderful and stimulating article in The Numismatist for August 2010 made me do a lot of rethinking and I wanted to 
ask you further questions about the matter. 

As I understand it you conclude that the dies for 1792 WASHINGTON PRESIDENT pieces were cut and the coins struck 
in America. You state that they were copies of the two varieties dated 1791 which were cut and struck in England. You 
indicate that Isaac Perkins made the dies and struck the coins probably in Newburyport. MA. 

As you know my collection has a group of the 1792 pieces including the T below bust 1792. 

As to the bust on all of the pieces there could have been a matrix punch and then Washington's face, hair and clothing 
could have been varied and improved in the dies before striking. 

I would appreciate your thoughts or findings as to the following matters: 

Are the portraits on the 1791 exactly the same?. 

Is the lettering on the two 1791 varieties from the same punches? 

Are the portraits on the 1792 coinages from the same punch as the 1791 punch or has a new punch or punches for the 
portrait been made for any or all of the 1792 pieces and were the portraits improved or modified on any 1792 dies. 

What letters on the 1792 obverses differ from those on the 1791 obverses as you say they are not from the same letter 
punches? 

If anyone has helped you in arriving at your conclusions please tell me who they are if you are in a position to do so and 
what other writings there are which relate to the matter. I may have been unaware of some prior data. 

As you may know I fell and broke a neck vertebra in March and I am told that I have recovered pretty well. I had to wear a 
stiff collar for three months and I would not wish that on a Chinese counterfeiter of American coins. I did not use a coin 
doctor as that is not covered under Medicare. 

I hope you are prospering as a dealer and I always know that your research and writings will be a source of education 
and pleasure for all of us.

Hi Eric, 


I've spent the morning studying the portraits on the 1791 and 1792 dated issues. Here are my conclusions: 


The portraits on the 1791 one cent large eagle and small eagle issues are identical. 


The portraits on the 1792 Washington President and 1792 Washington Born Virginia pieces are identical.

There are numerous small differences between the portraits of the 1791 and 1792 dated issues. The shape of the 
nose, the execution of the hair ribbon and the lowest ruffle of the shirt are among the most obvious. I do not believe 
that these differences could have been recut into the 1791 portrait die prior to their striking. 


It appears likely to me that the 1792 portrait is a deliberate copy of the 1791 portrait, in the same manner as the 
Peter Getz, G. Washington President I pieces. 


Given the above, and the fact that the Washington Born Virginia obverse die was found in Newburyport, 
Massachusetts in the possession of one of Perkins' descendants, it is highly probable that JK is correct in stating that 
the 1792 Washington President and 1792 Washington Born Virginia issues were produced by Jacob Perkins. 


One might speculate that the specimen sent by Pike to Washington was your 1792 Washington President issue struck 
in gold.
